WASHINGTON (UPI) —P res­ 
ident Kennedy, who had urged 
a change in policies and per­ 
sonnel in South Viet Nam, to­ 
day had a new regime to work 
with in that Communist-plagued 
Southeast Asian land.

to become prem ier in the pro­ 
visional Saigon government — 
form er Vice President Nguyen 
Ngoc 
I ho — 
was 
well-quali­ 
fied to head a caretaker gov­ 
ernm ent and cut out the repres­ 
sive measures of the Diem gov­ 
ernment.

He is a former Vietna­ 
mese am bassador to Japan and 
secretary of state for economy.

States played no part in the up­ 
rising, nor did it have advance 
information that a revolt was 
Imminent.

They acknowledged, however,

He said that the content of the 
blood would not have changed 
during that period of time and 
that the alcohol would not de­ 
crease because there was no cir­ 
culation in the blood stream af­ 
ter death. 


Dr. Bassert then used Chief 
of County Detectives Clarence 
Irwin as a model. He asked Ir ­ 
win to strip off his shirt. 


As Irwin stood in his tee shirt 
the pathologist marked the spots 
where the bullets entered and 
left the body of Veneziale.

Military 
Heads In 
Control 


SAIGON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem and 
Ins powerful brother, Ngo 
Dinh Nhu, were reported 
today to have committed 
suicide in the wake of the 
military revolt that ousted 
his government. 


The Saigon 
Radio said the 
brothers took their lives after 
being arrested at the conclusion 
of a 17-hour revolt by elements 
of the arm ed forces who said 
they struck “ to save tho coun­ 
try from 
a 
Communist 
take 
over.” 


The military junta which took 
control of South Viet Nam said 
it was setting up a provisional 
government with former Vice 
President Nguyen Ngoc Tho as 
premier. 


The radio report of the sui­

was 
made

than 
an hour after leaders of the 
new military junta announced 
that Diem and Nhu had been 
captured in a church in a Sai­ 
gon suburb.

The tem perature dropped to 
38 at Atlanta, Ga., 39 at Louis­ 
ville, Ky., 41 at Kansas City, 


Mo., and Denver. Colo., and 28 
at Minneapolis, Minn.
